How To Pay 

Pay your fare with exact change, tickets, or use a 
convenient regional PugetPass. There are several 
passes from which to choose, depending on when 
and how far you ride. Selected Monthly passes and 
ticketbooks are sold at all Bartell Drugs, Quality 
Food Centers (QFC) and at a few other retail outlets 
in King County. All passes and ticketbooks are sold 
at Metro customer service offices. 

If you are disabled, at least 65 years of age, or the 
possessor of a valid Medicare card, you may buy a 
Regional Reduced Fare Permit at the Customer 
Service Office, 201 S Jackson St, in downtown 
Seattle and ride for 25<S per trip off-peak/500 peak.

Night Stop Program 

For your added safety at night, you may request to 
exit the bus at a location along your route other than 
your regular bus stop. To do so, please go to the 
front of the bus and ask your driver at least one 
block before your desired stop. Safety considera- 
tions will determine if he/she can comply with your 
request. Night Stop service is available only 
between 9 p.m. and 5 a.m., and is for dropping off 
riders only. Night Stop is not provided in the 
downtown Ride Free Area.
